1 . (Twice amended) Edible composition comprising phyto sterols or derivatives 
thereof in an amount of at least 0.5 (g) per 100-150 (g), further comprising carotenoids 
in an amount of at least 1 (mg) per 100-150 (g), and wherein at least 20% wt of the 
([T) ^ carotenoids is in another phase than at least 50% wt of the total amount of the phyto 
sterols present, and wherein said carotenoids comprise p-carotene and lycopene in a 
ratio of between 1 :20 and 1 :0.2. 



12. (Amended) Composition according to claim 1, which comprises (extracts of) 
processed tomato, capsicum, red peppers, water mellon, carrots, or other fruit or 
vegetables containing the carotenoids, in an amount of 10-99%, based on fresh weight. 
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
